though it was a pitch black night ; 


when the fatal accident occurred, 
Bruce Hay, on trial here for man- 
slaughter, insisted on getting out 
of the car along the highway and 
examining heads of wheat, on 
which he advised Charles A. Daw, 
who was driving at the time, to 
buy futures, Daw testified in court 
Monday morning. 

Daw, the crown’s star witness, 
told a story of drunken driving 
along the highway on the night of 
June 19, when Mrs. Ethel M. Taylor, 
a passenger in Hay’s car, was 
killed when the car overturned in 
the ditch. The case is being heard 
before Mr. Justice Boyle and a jury 
of six. 

George E. Bleiler, who with his 
father was at the scene of the acci- 
dent six minutes after the death 
car killed Mrs. Ethel M. Taylor, 
said that he had climbed through 
the front door into the over turned 
car and found Bruce Hay in a 
semi-conscious condition, crumpled 
up on the floor of the car in front 
of the front seat. . 


ASKED FOR “JACK” 

When accused was aroused his 
first consideration seemed to be as 
to the whereabouts of “Jack,” and 
when the car was righted, accused 
knelt beside the dead woman and 
vainly called her by name, “Mona” 
Her tragic death seemed to affect 
him greatly. When accused reali- 
ized his male companion had dis- 
appeared, Hay said that his disap- 
pearance put him “on the spot,” 
the witness testified. 

Morley Merner, garageman, Wet- 
askiwin, who was called by tele- 
phone to the scene of the accident, 
said that he assisted the Bleilers 
to right the car and saw the’ dead 
woman's body, which had been be- 
neath. He had searched the vicin- 
ity for the person whom Hay said 
had been driving his car. 

The crown's star witness, Charles 
A. Daw, who came into the case 
when he reported to the police at 
Calgary to state that he had been 
riding with Hay previous to the 
fatality and whose hat was found 
in the car after the accident, under 
examination by Crown Counsel, 


| Robert Manley, stated that he first 


saw the Hay car in the ditch near 
Crossfield. Hay volunteered the 
information that he was drunk. 
Later, the car passed the truck in 
which the witness was a passenger, 
with Mrs. Taylor driving. 


AGREED TO DRIVE 

Near Carstairs they came up to 
the Hay car again in the ditch and 
the deceased woman asked him to 
drive the Hay car to Edmonton, 
which he agreed to do. Witness de- 
clarede that he refused to drink 
with the accused when offered a 
bottle of gin and Hay continued to 
drink after witness took charge of 
his car. The party stopped at Red 
Deer where they ate and a case of 
beer was purchased by Mrs. Taylor 
which Daw carried to the car. The 
accused, witness stated, in spite of 
the dark night ordered the car 
stopped while he got out and ex- 
amined growing wheat and advised 
the witness to buy futures. 


“Which was the best advice,” 
Russell Shaw, defence counsel, 
added. 


Witness then stated that Hay in- 
sisted on taking the wheel and 
drove the car into the ditch a few 
miles south of Wetaskiwin, 
some Mirror ball players helped 
them out, after which Hay insisted 
on driving the car again. When 
Daw saw the car north of Wetaski- 
win he grabbed Hay’s leg and pull- 
ed his foot off the foot feed to slow 
the car down and then jumped into 
the ditch, leaving Hay to drive on. 
Daw then stated that he wandered 
in a circle in the fields, came again 


| 
to the highway where he joined 


Wylie in the truck in whcih he had 
started froin Calgary at six o'clock 
in the evening. After joining Wylie 
the truck drove by the overturned 
car. They did not stop, witness 
said, because there seemed to be 
plenty of help there. 

When witness saw an account of 
the accident in the newspaper he 
volunteered a statement to the 
K.C.M.P. at Calgary, was arrested 
and subsequently released. The 
trial adjourned at noon 


Collision Given 

WETASKIWIN, Sept. 24.—Mon-! 
day saw resumption of the supreme 
court trial of Bruce Hay of Spo- 


kane, president of the Big Bena 
Land Company, before Mr. Justice 
Boyle and a jury, on a charge of 
manslaughter in connection with 
the death of Ethel M. Taylor, nee 
Reynolds, who was killed in a car 
accident north of Wetaskiwin, June 
19 last.

The witness did not see anyone 
leave the car either before it col- 
lided with her own after it came 
to rest in the ditch after it had 
passed. 

The evidence was corroborated 
by witnesses, friends. Dr. Rosher, 
Wetaskiwin, said that dcath of 
Mrs. Taylor was due to sustained 
pressure on the heart and lungs, 
and that when he examined the ac- 
cused he was in a state that was 
compatible with shock or intoxi- 
cation, op beth. 


Under cross-examinstion by Mr 
Joseph Shaw, K.C., witness. said 
that Hay's condition was possibly | 
due more to shock than intoxica- 


tion and said Hay was suffering 
from shock 24 hours later

BUYS WESTERN 
GRAIN SEPT. 25

delivered to the board at these min- 
imum prices. But in the case of 
carlot shipments, the statement 
said, the grower must declare with- 
in 10 days of the wheat being un- 
loaded, whether the grain is for 
delivery to the board. 


GET CERTIFICATE 

Every producer who delivers his 
wheat to the board is entitled to a) 
“producer's certificate.” This certi-| 
ficate will enable the grower to; 
participate in any surplus that may 
arise from the operations of the 
board. 

These participation certificates 
are in the hands of all licensed | 
handlers of farmers’ wheat and} 
should be obtained by the grower 
at the time of making delivery of 
wheat to the board. The board's 
price list for all grades also is in | 
possession of all licensed grain 
handlers, and the producer has ac- 
cess to this list. 


CASH TICKETS 

At the time of turning over his 
wheat to the board, whether at a 
country elevator, a terminal cleva- |} 
tor, flour mill or through other li-| 


censed dealers, the producer should 
get a “cdsh ticket’ for the full 
amount of the board's price for 
the grade or grades delivered. 

In addition, the producer should 
be furnished with a producer's cer- 
tificate stating the quantity and 


grade of the wheat so delivered to} 


the board. This should be retained 
by the grower as proof he is en- 
titled to share in any surplus 
which may arise from the board's 
operations. These certificates are 
not transferable. 

The board, said the statement, is 
prepared to relieve growers of cer- 
tain storage charges in cases where 
a producer has stored wheat 
tended for delivery to the board, 
and such wheat is now being as- 
sessed storage. 

On any such wheat the board 
will pay storage charges which 
have accrued since September 1, 
and up to the date when cash tick- 
ets are issued, but not later than 
Sept. 30.

TO SECURE ORDER 


Surprised at Citizens Per- 
mitting Such Exhibition 
—-That Police Do Not 
Eject Hoodlums. 


VANCOUVER, Sept. 24.—Prime 
Minister Bennett declared before a 
mass meeting here last night that 
so long as his government stood, 
neither Japan nor any other coun- 
try would dictate the tariff policies 


of Canada. 

The Liberals had “plunged these 
negotiations with Japan into the 
arena of active politics,’ Mr. Ben- 
nett declared and “as soon as Japan 
found the Liberal party was sup- 
porting that country, we could 
negotiate no longer.”

SURPRISED AT CITIZENS 

“Two or three men should not be 
permitted to destroy a meeting, In 
Regina I addressed seven or eight 
thousand people, and they listened 
without disorder, asking their ques- 
tions at the proper time. I will 
answer questions here if I am asked 
one at a time. 

“I am surprised that the decent 
citizens of Vancouver permit such 
an exhibition—that the police do 
not throw these hoodlums out. I 
wonder how they would be treated 
if this were Russia?” 


FINALLY HEARD 


Mr. Bennett turned to the sub- 
ject matter of his address. The 
crowd gradually quieted so that 
those in the lower galleries and on 
the floor of the rink could hear 
what was being said. 

He discussed trade and the nego- 
tiation of trade agreernents. Can- 
ada had maintained its position as 
fifth place among the trading na- 
tions of the world. He decried al- 
leged efforts of opposition candi- 
dates to lead the public to believe 
Canada had lost markets and re- 
stricted trade. 

“This government will be hand- 
somely returned on Oct. 14, Mr.

000 plus. These figures are of course official. 
They show a drop of $214,000,000 plus in our 
Empire trade over the four-year period—instead 
of an increase of 100 per cent. 

Later figures are avaliable, official but in- 
complete. In his budget speech last spring 
Hon. E. N. Rhodes siated that for the ten 
months ending with January last our trade with | 
Empire countries totalled $421,000,000 plus. 
Assuming it continued at the same rate for the | 
two remaining months, the figures for the fiscal 
year ending with last March were $505,000,000 
plus. A drop of $127,000,000 from the 1930 fig- 
ures—instead of the claimed increase of “100 
per cent.” On that score Mr. Bennett was out 
just about $800,000,000 in his calculations. 

As to foreign trade; in 1930 the total was 
$1,742,000,000 in round numbers. In 1934 it was 
$585,000,000 in round numbers. A drop of 
$1,157,000,000 over the four years—instead of 
the supposed increase of “26 per cent.” 

The Premier must have got his notes mixed. 
It was the unemployment figures, not the trade 
figures, that went up as the result of his 
“blasting.”

4. Do his parents try to realize their 
ambitions or thwarted desires through him? 

5. Has he become a “problem” because 
of chronic fatigue or ill-health? 

6. Is he over-stimulated, subject to “ups 
and downs”? 

7. Is punishment the result of parental 
irritation or is he let off because “he is so 
cute”? 

8. Is he unhappy, 
serious or afraid? 

The time you take off to answer these ques- 
tions may pay you big dividends in the future 
happiness and success of your children.

Liver Trouble 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
In yesterday's article, I explained some of 
the functions of the liver. At the start of the 
article for today, I wish to mention one more 
function which is most important and that is 
the secretion of bile. The exact amount of bile 


secreted is difficult to state since it varies under 
different conditions; however, 
the largest secretion occurs 
after a meal at which time 


the secretion is increased. 
Bile is discharged into the 
small intestine, where its 


digestive action is important, 
particularly in the digestion 
of fats. 

Liver trouble is produced 
by very definite causes, chief 
of which are the following: 

Dr. F. McCoy First, over-eating of all kinds 

of food. Habitual over-cating must necessarily 
throw a heavy burden upon the liver. There 
may be no sign of organic disease of the liver 
but simply an inability to function well enough 
to take care of the unnatural burden placed 
upon this organ by one who is eating more food 
than the body can use and make a part of the 
cell structure. Second, over-eating of starches 
and sugars. Third, enervation. The liver may 
be unable to take care of even a normal 
amount of food because the body is enervated 
by bad habits and these habits which are not 
good waste energy which should be used by 
the liver. Lack of exercise, late hours, and 
excesses of every kind produce a_ condition 
which can. not be overcome, even by judicious 
dieting. Fourth, sluggish elimination may in- 
duce liver trouble, due to the fact that it 
increases the intestinal] toxins which must be 
handled by the liver after passing to that organ 
by way of the portal circulation. 

After understanding these causes, it is not 
difficult to formulate the necessary methed of 
cure. Bad habits must be overcome and the 
patient must substitute for those habits, which 
have been producing enervation, those good 
habits of living which improve the function- 
ing of the liver. Unquestionably, the entire 
elimination of starches, sugars and fats from 
the diet will bring about satisfactory results ip 
the average case. I find that relief is obtained 
most rapidly when the patient is placed on a 
fast for about five days. During the fasting 
period, it is all right for the patient to use fruit 
juice, taking any kind desired provided it is 
unsweetened, but the fruit juice regimen should 
be adhered to strictly. The fast is to be fol- 
lowed by a careful diet until the liver is able 
to do a reasonable amount of work. 

You can not expect to overcome sluggish- 
ness of the liver by diet alone, for if not enough 
exercise is‘taken, it will be almost impossible 
to use such a small amount of food as to insure 
normal metabolism, whereas, if vigorous phys- 
ical exercises are taken daily, it is not then so 
necessary to be so careful to balance the intake 
of food. 

Long walks in the open air, deep breathing, 
and calisthenics will bring about astonishing 
results in correcting faulty metabolism and in 
securing normal! intestinal elimination, thus 
adjusting metabolism so that the liver carries 
on its important work unimpeded. Exercise is 
particularly essential and during exercise the 
liver receives a certain amount of internal 
massage which will do a great deal of good.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 
1870 Louis ; its interest neglected and more 


On this date in 
Joseph Papineau, the leader of 
the rebellion of 1871, died. In 
early political life he was an in- 
tense loyalist, but when the Brit- 
ish government failed to live up 
to the letter of the Constitutional 
Act of 1791 he took the lea? in 
the demand for self-government, 
a course which, little by little, led 
him to the point where recourse 
was had to arms, a course which 
was unnecessary, for London had 
.already decided upon granting re- 
forms; unhappily there was no 
Atlantic cable in those days and 
official messages took months to 
reach Quebec. 

A proof of Papineau's early 
loyal enthusiasm was given in 
1820 when the news reached Can- 
ada of the death of George III. 
Sixty years had passed since Can- 
ada had been conquered by Am- 
herst and his armies. Papineau, 
then speaker of the assembly, 
compared “our present happy sit- 
uation with that of our fathers.” 
He pointed out how Canada un- 
der the French regime had been 
regarded more as a military post,

mismanaged than any of the 
French dependencies. But from 
the day “when George III became 
our monarch, behold the change! 
From that day the reign of the 
law succeeds to that of violence; 
from that day the treasures, the 
navy and the armies of Great 
Britain are mustered to afford us 
an invincible protection against 
external danger.” 

The developments of the years 
that followed were not so much 
Papineau's fault as that of cer- 
tain elements in England which 
still considered that the colonies 
were only for exploitation. It 
was only after personal visits to 
England and definite protests 
from the people here that the 
crisis came. Even then Papineau 
was not the actual leader of the 
rebellion; that was left to men of 
Anglo Saxon blood 

But the revolution through 
revolt into constitutional govern- 
ment had its reward. Papineau's 
grandson died in France fighting 
for Britain. The old loyalty had 
revived!

Editor Bulletin: In order that 
Mr. Aberhart’'s Social Credit plan 
should work, in my opinion, he 
will have to introduce a planned 
provincial economy of trade, in- 
dustry and agriculture. 

Here is how I would recom- 
mend to put it through tech- 
nically in order to make it work, 
and this is simple:

The Social Credit movement cannot be disposed of by saying 
that the proposed system will not work. Even were that definitely 
established there would still be the question of which direction 
the force of Social Credit adherents would take; because it is 
certain they must move somewhere. 


When the French Revolution started it was a movement of 
benevolence, with all its adherents proclaiming “Liberty, equality 
and fraternity”; io the end that, without distinction of age or sex, 
€ll citizens should be free and prosperous. 


Financial inability to progress caused the new French constitu- 
tion to become temporarily motionless and to dam up the human 
current. There ensued a movement towards anarchy, which in 
its progress wiped out all sanctions respecting life and property, 
morals and religion. The French nation had to pass through the 
Wars of Napoleon before establishing the French Republic. 


In Canada we have had five years of government by dollar 
worshippers. The results have been so appalling that great num- 
bers of people have turned to new political movments as a meats 
of escape from greed-crazed special privilege exploitation. These 
people are definitely a fighting force; and this fighting force will 
not be exterminated by praving that any political or financial 
theory is unworkable. They will immediately assemble their force 
along some new line of battle. 


There will be no political peace in Canada until individual 
Opportunity is restored; and individual certainty of a reasonable 
Standard of living is made definite beyond question. 


Canada entrusted the Conservatives with complete control of 
politics, finance, and industry for the lest five years, with a 
majority in parliament which could do anything it liked. The 
policy as worked out and enforced has been that the masses carry 
all the load and endure all the losses and privation; with the 
special privilege c taking all the profits, titles, power and 
advantages—on the alibi that unless this was done things would 
be worse. The result has been to afflict Canada with a political 
agitation disease, manifesting itself in several political movements 
of which Social Credit is one. Proving that a movement is un- 
sound will not cure the disease. 


The first thing to do is to restore parliamentary government by 
throwing out the present administration. Then the new govern- 
ment installed as a result of the election on October 14 must 
undertake and continue a policy of restoring earning power to 
every citizen of Canada, with provision for those unable to 
work and earn, so that the pall of helpless privation which special 
privilege government has spread over the nation will be lifted. 
This will be done. Sir Wilfrid Laurier did it in 1896. Right Hon. 
W. L. Mackenzie King did it in 1921; and will do it again in 1936. 


Then with fair government in operation; with earning power 
restored; and with normal standards of living reestablished, there 
will be time and opportunity to carefully and digpassionately 
examine the methods proposed for the ending of poverty. This 
ending of poverty is the next certainty in national life. 


The method most certain to abolish poverty will be the one 
finally selected.

§.—Provide congress with an an- 
nual .report of munitions man- 
which may
